Two  of  the  cases  of  Dijitlheria  had  not  previously  been 
immunised,  and  all  were  of  a mild  character.  The  Fever 
Hospital  admitted  four  cases  of  Diphtheria  from  the  Urban 
District  and  36  cases  of  infectious  Disease  were  from  the 
Rural  District* 


DI PHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION . 


Ninety- four  children  completed  the  full  course  of 
imriiunisation  during  the  year. 

TUBERCULOSIS . 


Eleven  cases  of  Pulmonary  and  one  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  wore  notified. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


Schemes  for  the  improvement  of  the  Water  Supply  to  the 
area  are  under  consideration.  It  is  anticipated  that 
agreement  to  proceed  with  a new  scheme  will  bo  received 
in  1946. 

SEWERAGE . 


Consulting  Engineers  have  been  appointed  to  prepare  a scheme 
for  the  reconstruction  of  the  Sewage  Works,  and  the  Engineers 
arc  making  good  progress. 

HOUSING. 


Considerable  progress  has  been  made  with  the  preparation 
of  schemes  for  Post  War  Housing.  The  shortage  of  houses 
is  acute. 


DIS- INFESTATION. 


All  complaints  of  rat  infestations  have  been  attended 
to  and  a fair  amount  of  work  carried  out  in  the  clearance 
of  sewers.  More  personnel  are  being  trained  in  this 
work,  and  a complete  scheme  for  the  area  is  to  be  carried 
out  in  19-1-6.
